REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
claims are directed to a method of regulating body weight comprising administering 1 B- 
25-dihydroxyvitamin D 3 in an amount effect to block the calcitrophic hormone activity in 
adipocytes. The adipocytes will absorb calcium when exposed to 1 B-25- 
dihydroxyvitamin D3 thereby increasing intracellular calcium within the cell leading to 
weight loss. The closest prior art, Norman et al., teaches that 1 B-25-dihydroxyvitamin 
D 3 is an antagonist of 1a-25-dihydroxyvitamin D 3 . Norman et al. does not teach the 
effect of 1 B-25-dihydroxyvitamin D 3 in adipocytes and the effect seen in the three cell 
types taught by Norman et al. are the opposite to the effect seen in adipocyte (i.e. they 
cause a decrease in intracellular calcium concentrations). Therefore, the demonstrated 
effect in adipocytes after administration of 1B-25-dihydroxyvitamin D 3 is unobvious and 
unexpected.
